The  “children,”  and  surely  they  can  be  no 
more,  who  perpetrated  this  act,  were  thought 
to  have  been  striking  back  in  the  only  way 
they  knew  how  to  recent  actions  by  the  Traf- 
fic Department  and  the  Traffic  Committee. 

A brief  rundown  follows: 

Early  in  fall  quarter  the  row  of  parking 
• spaces  just  east  of  the  speech  center  was  open 
to  student  parking.  It  was  large  enough  to 
accommodate  six  automobiles. 

In  November,  the  landing  on  the- east  end 
of  the  Speech  Center  was  painted  yellow  and 
the  area  was  proclaimed  to  be  a loading  zone. 
This  eliminated  four  parking  spaces. 

Delegations  from  D-l  who  inquired  into  the 
reasons  for  this  move  were  given  several  con- 
flicting and  sketchy  reasons  by  the  Traffic 
Department,  including  a number  of  different 
versions  of  allowances  being  made  for  faculty 
parking  in  that  area. 

Two  weeks  ago  a sign  appeared  in  front  of 
the  remaining  two  parking  spots  that  designat- 
ed it  as  faculty  parking  space. 

Less  than  a week  later  the  two  parking  spots 
were  redesignated  “No  Parking.”  Traffic  De- 


several faculy  and  staff  members'  and  the  stu- 
dentbody  president. 

The  successive  moves  created  a good  deal 
of  bitterness  among  sudents  who  had  been 
parking  in  the  area  and  could  see  no  reasons, 
legally  or  ethically,  why  the  loading  zone 
should  have  been  created — it  has  been  used  at 
least  twice,  with  one  automobile  being  used 
in  the  zone  which  accommodates  four  autos — 
and  why  the  last  two  spaces  should  have  been 
marked  first  “Faculty  Parking,”  then  “No 
Parking.” 

No  satisfactory  explanation  has  been  made 
in  the  matter.  Students  feel  they  are  not  being 
fairly  treated  and  the  Traffic  Comittee  made 
judgment  on  a matter  with  which  they  did  not 
acquaint  themselves. 

Responsible  residents  of  D-l  are  ashamed 
that  the  sign  incident  occurred,  and  even  more 
concerned  that  it  may  have  been  some  of  their 
number  who  did  the  deed.  They  certainly  hope 
it’s  not. 


There  is  a certain  segment  of  any  society 
which  is  not  able  to  muster  up  the  maturity 
and  good  sense  required.

College  Students  Believe.  . . 

Dulles  ‘Goofed’  on  Brink  of  War  Statement 


Minneapolis  (ACP)  — Secre- 
tary of  State  John  Foster  Dulles 
has  received  an  ever-increasing 
amount  of  criticism  over  his 
handling  of  United  States  for- 
eign policy  since  his  alleged 
“brink  of  war”  statement  ap- 
peared in  print  in  Life  magazine. 
Recently  he  appeared  before  a 
congressional  committee  to  ex- 
plain the  controversial  “tank 
shipment  deal.”  Following  this 
he  received  more  criticism.  And 
with  election  time  approaching, 
the  end  of  criticism  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  in  sight. 

Associated  Collegiate  Press,  to 
find  what  college  students 
thought  about  his  “brink  of  war” 
statement,  sampled  from  a rep- 
resentative national  cross-section 
of  college'  students.  The  follow- 
ing question  was  asked: 

“In  a recent  magazine  article 
Secretary  of  State  Dulles  was  re- 
ported to  have  said  that  diploma- 
cy is  the  ability  to  walk  to  the 
“brink  of  war”  and  keep  from 
going  over.  This  statement  has 
been  roundly  criticized  by  many 
politicians  largely  on”  grounds 
that  it  gives  the  world  a false 
impression  of  United  States  for-

Student  comment  on  both 
sides  of  the  question  covers  a 
very  wide  range  of  feeling,  from 
utter  dislike  of  Dulles  to  high 
praise.  A fair  number  of  stu- 
dents felt  that  Dulles  may  have 
been  correct  in  his  statement, 
but  that  it  was  a harmful  thing 
to  reveal  to  the  public.  A senior 
at  Willamette  University  (Salem, 
Ore.)  echoes  this  opinion: 
“Dulles  is  right,  but  not  wise.” 
Two  coeds  at  Richmond  Pro- 
fessional Institute  (Richmond, 
Va.)  find  themselves  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  fence.  One,  a fresh- 
man, feels  “his  (Dulles)  state- 
ment was  a careless  one;  tl 
United  States  seeks  peace,  not 


see-saw  existence  between  peace 
and  war.”  The  other,  a sopho- 
more, says  “I  think  his  (Dulles) 
definition  is  a truthful  and  ac- 
curate one,  particularly  in  this 
time  of  strife  and  cold  war.” 
Here  are  some  typical  com- 
ments from  students  who  feel 
Dulles  erred  in  his  statement: 
“He  really  ‘blew’  this  one!!” 
says  a sophomore  at  New  York 
University  (Bronx,  N.Y.). 

“The  statement  gave  the  im- 
pression that  he  (Dulles  is  a hot- 
head, with  a chip  on  his  shoulder 
and  a bluff  in  his  policy,”  says 
a junior  attending  the  University 
of  Arkansas  (Fayetteville). 

A freshman  coed  at  Western 
College  for  Women  (Oxford, 
Ohio)  puts  it  this  way:  “The 
statement  gives  a false  impres- 
sion of  Ihe  American  people — it 
casts  them  in  a warlike  manner.” 
“The  statement  was  not  the 
paragon  of  diplomacy  and  the 
truth  of  the  statement  is  not  im- 
portant but  the’  inconsiderate 
blunder  of  making  such  a state- 
ment public  is  inconceivable,”  is 
the  considered  opinion  of  a grad- 
uate student  at  Syracuse  Univer- 
sity (Syracuse,  N.Y.).

An  atomic  reactor  running  at  full  efficiency 
creates  a tremendous  amount  of  heat  in  its 
core.

To  study  this  problem  of  heat  transfer, 
G.E.  recently  constructed  a heat-transfer  sys- 
tem. By  electrically  simulating  the  heat  pro- 
duced in  a reactor,  it  is  possible  to  determine 
the  maximum  rate  at  which  heat  can  be  re- 
moved from  a reactor  to  make  steam. 

Dr.  Levy  conceived  the  idea  of  building 
this  complex  system,  designed  it  and  super- 
vised its  construction.  At  present.  Levy 
works  with  this  system  to  study  new  prob- 
lems of  heat  transfer  and  fluid  flow  encoun- 
tered in  atomic  power  plants.
